AMERICAN SLAVE LAW.

There is a statute in regard to military expeditions precisely 
analogous to this celebrated fugitive slave-law. Had Moses designed 
to perpetuate a warlike spirit among the Hebrews, the statute would 
have been pre-eminently absurd; but if it was his design to crush it, 
and to render foreign wars almost impossible, the statute was exact] 
adapted to his purpose. It rendered foreign military service, in effect, 
entirely voluntary, just as the fugitive-law rendered domestic servitude,

From a review, then, of all: that relates to the Hebrew slave-law, it 
will appear that it was a very well-considered and wisely-adapted system 
of education and gradual emancipation. No rational man can doubt 
that if the same laws were enacted and the same practices prevailed with 
regard to slavery in the United States, that the system of American 
slavery might be considered, to all intents and purposes, practically at 
an end. If there is any doubt of this fact, and it is still thought thet 
the permission of slavery among the Hebrews justifies American slavery, 
in all fairness the experiment of making the two systems alike ought to 
be tried, and we should then see what would be the result.
